Hollenbeck and Leutwyler kept 
at it till they had the “bugs” 
out of the big rig. It was neces- 
sary to shift the position of the 
springs and connections to give 
the eight wheels enough play to 
negotiate ordinary highways and 
winding, g irfaced tracks 
into the woods camps. 

With truck transport, 
operations became much more 
flexible. Timber need not be 
bought in great blocks to justify 
the cost of getting it out. The 
“big boys” of the roadways grind 
and chug their ways back in the 
hills to almost any point desired, 
and a tract as small as 10 acres 
can be profitably logged. 

When housing is as critically 
needed as it is today, visitors to

Ecola State Park, One of Oregon's Gems, 
Is Result of Gift, Purchase, Years of Work 


By S. H. Boardman, 
Former State Parks 
Superintendent 
A park of whalick proportions 
facing Father Neptune's domain, 
A park of some seven miles ocean 
frontage starting at the southern 
boundary of Seaside and termin- 
ating at the northern boundary 
of Cannon Beach—such is Ecola 
State Park. I doubt if there is 
another such ocean park border- 
ing the nation's shores that has 
all the sea salty attributes of 
Ecola—Tillamook Head, stand- 
ing 1,200 feet above the breaking 
breakers; a view superb in its 
distant reaches; a view that elicit~ 
ed from the lips of Capt. Clark 
of Lewis and Clark, spoken on 
January 8, 1806, as he stood on 
the Head on his southern trek -- 
“From this point I beheld the 
grandest and most pleasing pros- 
pect which my eyes ever survey- 
(The foregoing taken from 

Clark’s diary), 
To embellish and add to the 
saltiness of this view, in 1881 a

lighthouse was erected on Tilla- 


mook Rock about one mile off 
shore, It has been in constant 
action to this day, with certain 
ptions when the seas became 
overly riotous and threatened the 
lighthouse with destruction. 

This would be a good place to 
note that this present park had 
its first “white tourist’ 145 years 
ago. The event should be com- 
memorated with proper markers, 
Lewis and Clark wrote history. 
Tillamook Head was the terminus 
of their “Westward Ho”. Many 
people would consider it a Shrine 
if properly marked. With the 
newness of the ‘west, we have 
little to record historically com- 
parable to the 13 colonies. But 
1806 is a bit hoary and should be 
made readable to those historic- 
ally inclined. 

While in these incubator days 
of the Oregon Country, let’s join 
Clark and his party as they des- 
cend the southern slope of Tilla- 
mook Head to Indian Beach. (The 
purpose of Clark's exploration 
trek was that word had come to 
the Lewis & Clark camp, located 
on Lewis and Clark river, that a 
whale had been washed ashore 
somewhere down the coast line 
south of where the Oregon flows). 
At this time the Pacific Power & 
Light company had not built their 
power plant on the shores of 
Youngs Bay, and the Lewis & 
Clark Camp was in need of some 
form of illumination for the win- 

















ter months. Whale blubber, 
properly formed, giv a two- 
kilowatt flicker with all exits 
closed, Further, the Mary Ann 


Cullen of those days had blubber 
recipes of both calories and emet- 
ics, 

On the north side of Indian 
Creek where it meets up with the 
ocean is a flat of some five acres. 
Clark's diary tells of finding five 
decadent Indian huts, evidence of 
finding many more in total ruins. 

He further notes a form of In- 
dian burial by o! ig a num- 
ber of decadent canoes with boxes 
within holding the remnants of 
the dead. Present day evidence 
of this Indian village was avail- 
able a few years ago in the form 









of one of the largest middie 
mounds I have ever seen, It must 
have been many years in the 


making. War has various forms 
of destruction. *The Navy desig- 
nated a radar station for Tilla- 


mook Head, The Army built a 
road from Cannon Beach to the 
Head. When they came to the 
Indian Village location, the mid- 
die mound was leveled to the 
ground. There was not rhyme 
or reason for doing it as the road 
location missed it entirely, What 
was a century in building, a bull- 
dozer destroyed in a day. The 
evidence of what had been, was 
relegated to oblivion. But is it 
entirely lost? Renew the search 
for evidence of this Indian Vil- 
lage, possibly a hamlet, village 
square, town, city, Kilamox was 
supposedly the name of this tribe. 
You go back to the beginning of 
the eighteenth century with 
Clark. Chief Kilamox was of 
the 17th century as shown by 
Clark's diary. Who knows but 
what the city of Kilamox was a 


going concern before the Pilgrom 
Tath landed at Plymouth Rock. 
Every historical lore of our state 
should be brought out in its full 
clarity. 

One notable observation point 
visited by patrons of the park is 
known as Ecola point, It projects 
from the general shoreline, stand- 
ing some 75 feet above the 
Off shore some one-half mile is 
Arch Rock with bordering shelves, 
Upon these shelves colonies of sea 
lions abide through most of the 
year, Sea bird life !s abundant 
upon the rock—a marine museum, 
as it were, in all the naturalness 
of centuries of creation, 

At the southern boundary of 
the park, bordering the park is 
Chapman point. This point should 
be a part of the park. Back in 
1936 during the Cabell adminis- 
tration, an attempt was made to 
purchase it. The property was 
owned at that time by John Yeon, 
I don’t remember the price Mr. 
Yeon asked for it, but the Com- 
mission thought it was too high 
and turned it down. A new a- 
tempt should be made to purchase 
it for it is one of the scenic 
factors relating to he park, In- 
erspersed between these promon- 











tories are two wonderful, hard 
sand beaches — Crescent and 
Indian beaches. Their front tables 


Set with delectable razor clams. 
(Commercial diggers are prohib- 





ited by law). Under the rocks 
at low tide off E Point are 
found the butter clams, the soul 
and body of delectable clam 


chowder. 

A certain amount of fishing is 
done from the rocks just north 
of Ecola point. This sport should 
be developed to a g extent 
for the ocean is limitless in kind 
and numbers. 

The forest and its ground cover 
is true Oregon country in all of 
its primitiveness. 

The park abounds in deer and 
elk, The State Game Commis- 
sion should cooperate with the 
Parks Commission in making 
Ecola Park one of the outstand- 
ing game preserves in the state. 

The nucleus of Ecola State 
Park came through gift and pur- 
chase. The property was owned 
by the Ecola Point and Indian 
Beach Corporation. The corpo- 
ration was composed of R. L. 
Glisan, Florence G. Minott, Caro- 
line Flanders, Louise Flanders, 
and L. A. Lewis, the foregoing 
four owning 49 per cent of the 
stock and L. A, Lewis owning 51 
per cent. The foregoing 450 acres 
composing the corporation, To 
Mr. Lewis, we paid $17,500 for 
his acreage. Mr. Lewis was not 
in giving mood. To those who

Caroline and Louise 
Flanders each had fine summer 
cottages.

Minott had a summer mansion of 
twenty rooms which was the cen- 
ter of many summer gatherings 
of their Portland friends, When 
Mr. Glisan and Mrs. Minott, bro- 
ther and sister, gave their interest 
in the land and summer home 
they bought a tract bordering 
the park on the south and built 
a beauiful summer home.

have been years in arrears in 
their development. 

With the acquisition of the 
Ecola Point property, the north- 
ern border reaching pretty well 
up on the southern slope of Til- 
lamook Head, a move was started 
to acquire the Head, the ocean 
frontage northward to Seaside. 
Tillamook Head is one of the 
outstanding promontories of the 
Oregon coastline, Seaside and 
Cannon Beach, two of the largest 
summer resorts in the state. To 
link the two by trail would be 
exceedingly beneficial recreation- 
ally, The time will come when 
a separate horse trail will be 
constructed between the two 
resorts.

Dune Control Is A Dramatic 
Story Literally Written in 
The Shifting Beach Sands 


When the Hudson Bay trappers 
and factors brought Scotch broom 
to the trading post at Astoria in 
1826, they could not have fore- 
seen that the hardy shrub would 
play a decisive part in a battle to 
be fought in their great-grand- 
children’s day. 

The amazing, prolonged, and 
exceedingly costly battle of dune- 
control in the area between Sea- 
side and the mouth of the Colum- 
bia river could not have been won 
without Scotch broom. And yet 
the hardy, golden-bloomed plant 
is ordinarily “cussed and discuss- 


ed” in the neighborhood as a 
thorough pest and a first-class 
nuisance. 


Scotch broom came to Astoria 
because the hardy men of the 
fur trade had their moments of 
Many 
of them were Scots, and one of 
the number decided to bring a 


» touch of home to an alien land- 


scape with the bright-blossomed 
plant of the Scotch moors. 
Taking happily to the new en- 
vironment, the broom flourished 
and spread. To _ exasperated 
householders of northwest Clatsop 
county, it seemed that it grew 
like a tough green jungle, Actu- 
ally, its spread has been little 
more than 25 miles in a century, 
aside from deliberate plantings. 
It is with the plantings that we 
come to the near present. Short- 
ly after he turn of the century, 
the south jetty was begun on the 
Columbia, to widen, deepen and 
control the vital channel at the 
river mouth. In its natural state, 
the bar of the Columbia is as 





treacherous with shifting sand- 
bars and shoals as any water in 
the world, The bones of hund- 
reds of ships lie at the bottom of 
the sea near the Columbia, stark 
testimony to the menace. The 
hundreds of thousands of tons of 
rock that make up the jetties to 
north and south of the river 
mouth are indispensable to navi- 
gation. 

But a jetty changes more than 
the river for which it is built, 
Any obstruction in flowing water, 
even ocean currents, must have a 
profound effect on the land near- 
by. The south jetty started an 
eddy along the coast between 
Tillamook Head and the Colum- 
bia mouth, where the coast line 
bows in to form a long crescent. 
At once sand began to pile up in 
the area, the greatest amount 
close to the jetty, the least at the 
extreme south end—wnich is 
Seaside’s beach, The full length 
of the crescent is about 20 miles. 

What the waves deposited on 
the coast was toms and tons of 
shiny new white sand—the same 
that makes the beaches of the 
area so attractive to thousands 
of visitors each year. 

But sand enough ior a good 
beach is one thing—sand enough 
for a dozen extra beaches is too 
much of a good thing, Left by 
the waves, and driven by the 
wind, the sand piled into dunes 
as tall as a two-storey house, 
and the beach itself widened out, 
foot by foot, and yard by yard. 

This did not matter particular- 
ly in the area most affected, 
where no settlements had been

made actually near the shore 
line. But about ten miles south 
of the Columbia mouth, at Sun- 
set Beach, the result Was creep- 
ing disaster. The sand piled up 
and piled up, It covered founda- 
tions and crept over front steps, 
till the ground was level with 
front porches. Then it swallow- 
ed the porches and started up 
the walls. At length, it actually 
swallowed the houses whole, like 
some cosmic amoeba surrounding 
a tasty bit of food. 

Attempts to hold back the 
dunes by trucking away sand with 
teams and later with power 
equipment, or trying to hold it 
by building fences, was like try- 
ing to stop the incoming tide by 
bailing it out with a bucket bri- 
gade, It seemed that nothing but 
time and the eventual stabiliza- 
tion of the land in its new form 
would ever stop the moving moun- 
tains of sand, driven north by 
the storm winds of winter and 
south by the prevailing breeze 
of summer, 


Along with the houses seeming- 
ly sunk into the earth, the spread- 
ine loose sand rolled over the 
native cover of grass and tiny 
trees and killed them. Deer re- 
treated to the hills, birds like 
pheasant and crouse lost their 
homes, even the frightened rab- 
bits moved out of pasture turned 
to dust. 

On Easter Sunday, 1935. the 
first steps were taken in the long 
fight that finally vanquished the 
desert and brought back plants, 
game and pi ble homesites for 
man to a devastated area. On 
that day, two United States soil 
conservation men were taken on 
a tour of the coast from the Co- 
lumbia to the Necanicum by 
leading citizens of Clarsop county, 
whose aim was to find out if 
SCS could sugsest any remedy. 

The then-existine Civilian Con- 
servation Corps was enlisted tq 
furnish much of the labor for 2 
soil conservation district. set up 
in the state in the usual way. 

The conquest of the dunes was 
accomplished in three maior stag- 
es. First waa “stilling” the rest- 
less sand. To bring this about, 
hundreds of thousands of “sets” 
of European beach grass were 
planted. This interesting plant 
lives only in moving sand. dying 
out when the sand about its roots 
finally settles down, Thus, after 
three to five years, the sand 
starts to blow again, unless fur-

ther steps are taken. 

The first step alone ran into 
man-hours and aching backs too 
numerous to contemplate with 
any pleasure. Three thousand 
acres were planted to beach grass, 


with 19,000 holes being dug in 
each acre, wherein three to five 
plants were set, tamped down, 


and left to do their work, 

To help the beach grass take 
hoid;- several miles of fence were 
built to act as windbreaks, 

The beach grass took hold and 
flourished, setting the stage for 
the second step—stabilization. To 
accomplish this, different vegeta- 
tion is brought to the now “still” 
dunes. The plants used are alta 
fescue and creeping fescue, and 
hairy vetch, The amateur botan- 
ist or any farmer will recognize 
at once the nature of the plants— 





they are legumes, able to fix 
nitrogen from the air to build 
soil. 

The native Seaside lupin is 


another legume which would do 
the job, but seed from it very 
difficult and slow to harvest. The 
fescue and vetch seed could be 
obtained much more easily. They 
were seeded throughout the area 
when the beach grass was stand- 
ing thick, and fertilizer added to 
give the new cover a good chance. 

When the legumes were firmly 
rooted. and the land began to 
look like a green carpet instead 
of ‘the Sahara desert, the last 
stage could be started—planting 
permanent cover, 

And here the lowly and much- 
cursed Scotch broom came into 
its. own, Without its tenacious 
roots anchoring the soil, and shel- 





tering branches protecting the 
tiny seashore pines, the dunes 
could not have been brought 


under permanent control. 
There is much common mis-

understanding about Scotch 
broom in the area where it has 
done a heroic reward almost un- 
heralded. 

Many think that it spreads with 
amazing speed. But the broom 
has only covered 25 miles in more 
than 125 fears. Some believe It 
will grow again, once chopped 
down. And though this is true 
of its pestiferous and dangerous 





cousin, gorse, it is not true of 
broom, Once cut, it is dead. 
Further, it will die of “shading 


out" when the pine trees it has 
protected grow to tower above 
it, 

Another and most important 
point is that broom will not sup- 
port fire. Though gorse burns 
like hot grease on open flame, 
broom actually smothers out fire, 
giving further protection to the 


seedling pine trees which will 
grow to be the backbone of 
permanent cover. 

The pictures tell far more 


vividly than words what the dif- 
ference is between bare, blowing 
sand, and sand held by vegetative 
cover, The rabbits have return- 
ed, the grouse and pheasant can 
be seen again, and the deer are 
extending their feeding grounds 
in what was only wasteland less 
than a score of years ago, 

But man needs to continue his 
care of the plants that hold his 
broad acreage figm against the 
shifting sands. Any break in the 
cover is dangerous. A spot a 
yard wide, bared to the influence 
of the wind, will “blow out” to 
a bare spot of an acre inside a 
year. 

The building up of the beaches 
along the long crescent was rapid 
at first, when the jetty went in. 
It has slowed immensely since 
that time, dropping off more and 
more sharply since 1939. At the

Seaside end of the affected area, 
the effect has been to build up 
the beach rather to its betterment 
than otherwise. In front of Sea- 
side’s famous Turnaround, the 
shore used to be largely naked 
rock, and sand had to be brought 


and spread to cover it for the 
summer each year. Now, the 
problem is reversed. Sand must 


be trucked away from the bottom 
of the.steps leading to the beach 
before the summer season. But 
though the sand will continue to 
drift in a little in future, there 
is no prospect of any such huge 
invasion of sand as laid waste 
the area 20 miles north. 

The sand, in a manner of speak- 
ing, simply lays a fresh carpet 
for the summer visitors each year, 
which, when tidied by the city, 
makes a playground for thousands 
of vacationers second to none. 


SCENIC HIKE 


One of the most scenic hikes 
in the world is provided by the 
trail that leads from Seaside to 
Cannon Beach by way of Tilla- 
mook Head and Ecola_ Parls. 
Starting with the climb up the 
steep head, just south of Seaside, 
the trail winds for nine miles 
along the edge of the hills to 
Ecolastate park, affording breath- 
taking scenic views most of the 
way. The trail follows a route 
used by the Indians before the 
coming of white men, and lafer

“T've had good luck with keep- 
ing them healthy," he_says, “In 
the early days, some of the oth- 
er breeders thought I didn't wor- 
ry enough about diet. One of 
them said to me ‘Why, your 
chinchilla there is slowly starv- 
ing to death.’ Well, it must have 
been good and slow, because that 
chinchilla is seven years old and 
weighs 22 ounces.” This is the 
chinchilla equivalent of 250 
pounds of man. 

The life expectancy of a chin- 
chilla is about 15 years, 

Dudley does not rely on chin- 
chillas for a living, but is em- 
ployed at a regular job; at pres-

Dudley, laughing, 
The paper work involved takes 
far more time than the actual 
care of the animals, as each in- 
dividual has a set of records to 
be kept in great detail. 

Breeders in the same area of- 
ten trade stock to introduce new 
blood lines into their herds, and 
this involves more record-keep- 
ing. As with other stock, line 
breeding is used to stabilize de- 
sired characteristics, and out 
breeding for sturdiness. 

Dudley hestitated to make the 
moye to Cannon Beach in 1950, 
not being sure how ‘the climate 
would agree with chinchillas. But 
it turns out they do beautifully 
here, and the relatively even 
year round temperature contrib- 
utes to more litters per year. 

Chinchillas are most active in 
the hours of dawn and dusk, and 
are wide-awake most of the 
night. In the daytime they us- 
ually curl up and ignore the 
world entirely. 

Come twilight, they begin to 
perk up and that's the time to 
visit a chinchilla “ranch” if you 
have the chance. For at that 
time, many of the’ little grey 
creatures may feel in the mood 
for a bath. 

Watching a chinchilla bathe is 
exceptionally interesting .Not 
water, but finely powdered clay, 
is used. Dudley's chinchillas 
have one bathtub (an ordinary 
white enamelled basin) per 
family. Filled with a few ouces 
of dust and set imside the cage, 
the bathtub is instantly set in 
use by the father and mother 
chinchilla, one after another or 
both together. They whirl over 
and over in the dust with the 
speed of an egg beater in full 
tilt and actually seem to grin as 
they climb out, shaking them- 
selves.

Lure of Buried Treasure Persists In 


Spite of Countless Futile Searches 


If all the money that nas pee 
spent on searching for the “Neah- 
kahnie treasure” were buried in 
a pirate’s chest somewhere on 
the mountain, it would make a 
fortune worth the finding. The 
present owner of the mountain, 
Barney Lucas, Gearhart, estimates 
that a quarter of a million dollars 
has |een expended in fruitless 
hunts for the legendary Spanish 
gold, 

You can hear as Many varying 
details of the story of hidden 
treasure as there are narrators 
to spin the yarn. One popular 
version goes something like this. 

Long before the coming of the 
white man to the Oregon shores 
with the Lewis and Clark expe- 
dition, Indians of lower Clatsop 
county were astonished to sce 
two of the big nged boats” of 
the palefaces “spitting smoke at 
each other” beyon! the surf near 
Neahkahnie mountain, dwelling 
place of the Great Spirit. 

At length one of the boats 
hurt the other badly and then 
sailed away. The crippled boat 
came in toward shore and ran 
aground on a sandbar. The re- 
treating tide left it careened to 
the side and the men from the 
ship swarmed over the hull mak- 
ing repairs to a hole under the 
water line. 

When the tide floated the ship 
again, the men maneuvered her 
round and tried to run for the 
open sea. But a second shoal 
caught them amidships, and they 
could not get the sh‘p free, It 











became clear to the voyagers 
that the ship would be broken in 
two by the receding water and 
the waves pounding her against 
the sand. 

Thén a long-boat was lowered 
into the water, and a crew of six 
men set a heavy chest in her. 
A tall man climbed aboard last 
and took the tiller, The crew 
rowed for dear life to shore, took 


the chest from the boat and car- 
ried if part of the way up the 
mountain. There they dug a 


deep hole and lowered the chest 
‘nto it 

At a sharp order from the tall, 
black-bearded fierce-faced leader, 
one of the crew quickly and cold 
bloodedly thrust a knife into the 
heart of one of his companions 
and the body was thrown on top 
of the chest. The hole was filled 
and the sod stamped down above 
it. 


Then the men returned to the 


bottom of the mountain and the
